Citations and explanations 

DE-A-199 49 597, which is considered to be the closest 
prior art, discloses an automatic vehicle transmission 
system of planetary construction comprising three planetary 
gear sets and six shift elements with seven forward speeds, 
in which transmission the input is effected by means of a 
first shaft, which is permanently connected to an element 
of the first planetary gear set, the output is effected by 
means of a second shaft, which is permanently connected to 
an element of the second planetary gear set and an element 
of the third planetary gear set, a third shaft is 
permanently connected to an additional element of the first 
planetary gear set, a fourth shaft is permanently connected 
to the ring gear of the second planetary gear set and to 
the ring gear of the third planetary gear set, a fifth 
shaft is permanently connected to the sun wheel of the 
third planetary gear set, a sixth shaft is permanently 
connected to the ring gear of the first planetary gear set, 
a seventh shaft is permanently connected to the sun wheel 
of the second planetary gear set, a clutch connects the 
fifth and sixth shafts and a clutch connects the sixth and 
seventh shafts. 

Problem to be solved: 

In the prior art, the construction costs are not favourable 
and the drag losses and gearing losses are too high. 
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Solution of the present invention: 



The above problem is solved in that the output is effected 
by a shaft which is permanently connected to the carrier of 
the second planetary gear set and to the carrier of the 
third planetary gear set, the third shaft can be coupled to 
the housing by a brake, the fourth shaft, which connects 
the ring gear of the second planetary gear set and the ring 
gear of the third planetary gear set, can be coupled to the 
housing by a brake, the fifth shaft can be coupled to the 
housing by a brake, and a clutch connects the first and 
fourth shafts. 

Inventive step: 



The combination of features in independent claim 1 is 
neither known from, nor suggested t>y, the available prior 
art. The proposed solution is therefore inventive. 
Independent claim 1 and dependent claims 2-22 therefore 
comply with the requirements of PCT Article 33(2) and (3). 
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
